Health officials brace for pandemic flu

Asphodel-Norwood - It is not 
a matter of if, but when, medi- 
cal and emergency officials say 
when addressing the prospect 
of pandemic influenza and the 
ability to cope with a global out- 
break. 

Allindications are that feder- 
al, provincial and World Health 
organization officials believe 
there is going to be a pandemic, 
says Peterborough County-City 
Medical Officer of Health Dr. 
Garry Humphreys. 

During a talk with Aspho- 
del-Norwood’Council Mon- 
day, Dr. Humprheys reminded 
them that it has been over 30 
years since the last pandemic 
of Asian Flu. The alarming ap- 
pearance of Avian Flu in south- 


east Asia (and a small outbreak 
in poultry in British Columbia) 
has public health and medical 
officials on high alert. 

“We're now due for a pan- 
demic. I can’t say when” 

Seventy per cent of the 40 
people who contracted the po- 
tent strain of flu in Thailand 
and Vietnam died, Dr. Hum- 
prheys says. 

In Ontario alone, he adds, 
an outbreak would affect eight 
million people with between 
1.6 and 4 million people clini- 
cally ill; another 700,000 to 1.8 
million people would require 
outpatient care and 12,000 to 
32,000 would require hospi- 
talization. 

Between 3,000 and 12,000 
Ontarians would die during 


the pandemic. 

On a local scale that would 
mean 92,000 people in the city 
and county would be directly 
affected with 18,000 to 42,000 
people clinically ill, another 
8,000 to 20,000 requiring out- 
patient care and 136 to 370 hos- 
pitalized. Thirty-seven to 136 
local residents would die. 

“It shows you the magnitude 
of the outbreak,” Dr. Humprheys 
says. 

He and County emergency 
planner Sandy Welsh are now 
in the process of briefing mu- 
nicipalities about the issue and 
the Health Unit's comprehensive 
pandemic influenza plan that 
would “annex” existing emer- 
gency plans in the city, county 


and townships.

the guns stopped, the Cana- 
dians were very happy. Not so 
much for the victory itself but 
for the difficult thing they had 
done together. They were proud 
to be Canadians. Some of them 
who were wounded and wait- 
ing to be shipped to hospital lay 
on stretchers in tunnels in the 
earth. They carved maple leaves 
on the wall. It was a good time 
to be a Canadian. 

In another war when the guns 
stopped at a place called Dieppe, 
the Canadians suffered a terrible 
defeat. This time Canadians from 
East and West shared a defeat. 
And as the wounded, ragged 
soldiers were marched away to 
prison camps, they marched 
proudly, knowing that they had 
shared something difficult. It 
was a sad time to be a Canadi- 
an. Thousands of young men 
from all parts of Canada faced 
death together at Dieppe. You 
can see their graves and read 
their names on the stones. The 
stones speak eloquently of eth- 
nic and religious origins. They 
speak of men with a common 
cause: Canada. 


Along with the many items of 
memories, Madoc Legion Mem- 
ber John Atkinson sought a sim- 
ple way to honour those Vet- 
erans at Legion 363. On each 
table at the Legion is the names 
of Veterans with a short history.

Ontario's new law to protect the 
privacy of our health information 


Steven Williams, Partner of Ot- 
tawa law firm Emond Harnden, 
met with the media this week to 
discuss the impact of Ontario’ 
new health privacy legislation. 
The Personal Health Information 
Protection Act (PHIPA) came 
into effect across Ontario on 
November 1, 2004. 

Under the legislation, indi- 
viduals now have more control 
over how their personal health 
information is collected, used 
and disclosed. Patients can ask 
to see their health record and 
have the right to correct any 
mistakes. 

According to Mr. Williams, 
“PHIPA is good news for patients 


- it places a positive obligation 
on the health care provider to 
treat sensitive personal health 
information with care and to 
keep it confidential” 

Mr. Williams also outlined the 
new obligations that the legisla- 
tion places on health care provid- 
ers. Organizations covered under 
the new legislation are “health 
information custodians’ and in- 
clude, among others, doctors, 
nurses, pharmacists, hospitals, 
labs and nursing homes. 

Custodians must now obtain 
a patient's voluntary consent 
when collecting, using or disclos- 
ing patient infornftion outside 
the circle of individuals direct-

Board explains rationale In budget-cutting process 


There has been a lot of con- 
cern in our community regard- 
ing the future of aampbelltord 
Memorial Hospital, as we try 
to achieve a balanced budget. 
With the hospital Board's ap- 
proval, | am writing this open 
: letter to tell the community 
about the decisions we have 
made, and the reasons for our 
decisions. The process of bal 
ancing the budget was not easy 

the board and management 
team spent many long hours 
trying to arrive at a plan that 
would have the least impact 
on the residents of Trent Hills 
and surrounding areas. 

Campbellford Memorial 
Hospital has submitted a plan 
to achieve a balanced budget 
submission by March 31, 2006, 


as required by the Minister of 


Health and Long Ternr Care: 


As per instructions from the 
MOHLITC, the hospital made 
every effort to increase non- 
Ministry revenue, and make 
administrative efficiencies, be- 
fore turning to clinical service 
reductions. The hospital was 
anticipating a deficit position 
of just over $1 million for this 
fiscal year, increasing to $1.7 
million by March 31, 2006. 
CMH received additional 
MOHLTC funding of $125,000 
this year, which is a 1.2% in- 
crease. Hospital costs increase 
at least 5% each year, due to 
negotiated wage increases, and 
increases in utilities, drug costs, 
and other medical supplies. 
As a small rural hospital, 
CMH has little opportunity 
to increase revenues. However, 
the hospital did put a number 
of measures together to increase 


revenue by about $47,000 in * for the hospital's management 


2004-05. 

The Balanced Budget Plan 
also included several admin- 
istrative efficiency measures. 
Administration was reduced 
by 3.0 Full Time Equivalent 
positions, including the Vice 
President of Finance and Op- 
erations, the Quality Improve- 
ment/Infection Control Coor- 
dinator, and the Payroll Clerk. 
There were additional smaller 
human resource savings made 
in other departments as well. 

In planning for some of these 
changes, CMH has worked with 
the Peterborough Regional 
Health Centre for the provi- 
sion of expertise for infection 
control and for occupational 
health and safety. PRHC is also 
providing payroll services to 
CMH on a cost recovery basis. 
The Balanced Budget Plan also 
included no salary increases 


and supervisory staff in 2003- 
04 and 2004-05, for savings of 
$42,000 each year. 


Additional Savings 

CMH has also made savings 
in the Laboratory, Pharmacy 
and Diagnostic Imaging de- 
partments. One clerical po- 
sition has been eliminated in 
support of Laboratory and X- 
Ray. As well, the hospital has 
reduced the Laboratory tech- 
nologist time devoted to Labo- 
ratory Accreditation (a provin- 
cial lab accreditation process 
that each laboratory must pass). 
There were also savings made 
in the hospital's contract for 
pharmacist hours. 

In the area of clinical effi- 
ciencies, CMH has eliminated 
the Nurse Practitioner position 
that was planned in this year’s 
budget to assist with contin-

ued high patient volumes in 
the Emergency Department. 
There were also savifigs made 
in nursing supervisor hours, 
nursing hours related to am- 
bulance escorts, and support 
clerk hours. 

The total of the above changes 
amounted to $455,000 in bud- 
get reductions. While repre- 
senting significant savings, the 
hospital was still forced to con- 
sider clinical service reductions. 
CMH is a small hospital that 
provides basic, core services to 
the community. 

The hospital Board and man- 
agement had three basic service 
areas to choose from: the Emer- 
gency Department; the Surgi- 
cal Program; and the acute and 
chronic care beds. Therefore, if 
granted MOHLTC approval, the 
hospital has chosen to elimi- 
nate its 10 chronic care beds, 
as well as reduce its acute care 
beds from 34 to 25 beds. 

When making clinical ser- 
vice reduction decisions, the 
hospital Board and manage- 
ment reviewed utilization data, 
as well as community demo- 
graphics. The hospital has had 
a low census in its chronic care 
beds, with an average daily cen- 
sus of 4.23 patients in 2003-04. 
The patients in these beds are 
all classified as Alternate Level 


~ of Care, which means awaiting 


placement in long term care fa- 
cilities. Given the low census 
and the level of care required 
for these patients, CMH be- 
lieves that these beds can be 
closed with minimal impact 
to the community. The hospi- 
tal has begun working closely 
with the CCAC to ensure that 
chronic care patients will be 
cared for appropriately in other 
long term care settings. 

The hospital also reviewed its 
surgical program - CMH ex- 
pects a new surgeon to begin 
working in January or Febru- 
ary 2005. It is expected that the 
new surgeon will perform more 
surgeries, up to. as many as 1500 
endoscopy and general surgical 
cases each year. As well, addi- 
tional surgery such as urology, 
otolaryngology, and gynecol- 
ogy is also being performed at 
CMH by visiting surgical con- 
sultants, and these services will 
continue or possibly expand in 
the future. 

The hospital board and man- 
agement strongly believe that 
closing the surgical service 
would cause undue hardship 
on local residents. The hospi- 
tal also relies on the surgeon 
and the anesthetist to support 
the Emergency Department. 
For example, theanesthetist is 
often called to perform emer- 


‘gency intubations in the ER. 


As CMH is 45 minutes from 
other hospitals, and its Emer- 
gency Department is mostly 
staffed by family physicians, 
this support is critical to pa- 
tient care. 

We also reviewed our Emer- 
gency Department utilization.

Our hospital has about 22,000 
patients registered in our Emer- 
gency Department every year. 
It would simply not be feasible 
to close our Emergency Room, 
given our distance from other 
hospitals. 


Aaute Care Occupancy 


CMH also examined acute 
care occupancy. There was an 
average daily census of 27 pa- 
tients in 2003-04, and a slight- 
ly lower census'to the end of 
August 2004. This is the only 
other clinical service area, and 
the hospital board and man- 
agement believe that closing 
acute beds is the only solution 
available in order to achieve a 
balanced budget. The hospital 
needs to close 9 beds, and have 
a total bed complement of 25 
beds in order to balance the 
books. Hospital management 
is working with the CCAC in 
an effort to mitigate the effect 
of bed closures to the commu- 
nity. The two organizations will 
try to divert acute care admis- 
sions, and efforts will be made 
to reduce acute care lengths 
of stay by putting home sup- 
ports in place as appropriate. 
Hospital management and our 
physicians are concerned over 
making a decision that puts the 
hospital at full occupancy, be- 
cause here may be many days 
where we will have more pa- 
tients than we have available 
beds. We will have to work 
hard with our partners to de- 
crease admissions as well as 
lengths of stay. We will also be 
opening some holding beds in 
our Emergency Department 
for those times when we are 
at more than 100% full. 

The total full time equiva- 
lent job loss associated with bed 
closures will be 9.2 FTEs in the 
Registered Nurse and Registered 
Practical Nursing staff. There 
will also be further reduction 
in the nursing supervisor staff- 
ing. Bed closures will also lead 
to the lay-off of approximately 
4.6 FTEs in the Dietary Depart- 
ment, and a small reduction in 
housekeeping hours. 

In total the Balanced Budget 
Plan will eliminate approxi- 
mately 21 Full Time Equivalent 
positions at CMH; the hospital 
has already eliminated about 8 
FTEs, and there are 13 FTEs 
associated with planned bed 
closures. 

The hospital cannot close 
beds until the MOHLTC grants 
approval. CMH senior man- 
‘agement will have an initial 
meeting with the Ministry of 
Health on November 5 to dis- 
cuss the plan.

The Province’s new scheme for 
preferential treatment of north- 
ern residents in the provincial 
moose tag lottery is“unproduc- 
tive and divisive” 

This is how the Federation feels 
as it attempts to dissuade the 
Liberal government from fol- 
lowing through with its elec- 
tion promise to give moose tags 
exclusively to northern Ontario

The OFAH elected Board of Di- 
rectors, made up of northem and 
southern Ontario residents, has 
rejected, in principle, any change 
to the moose tag lottery system 
that would not treat all Ontario 


. resident hunters equitably. 


OFAH Executive director says 
wildlife is a provincial resource 
that belongs to all residents of 
Ontario equally. We are.ufging 
the Minister not to-treat some 
Ontario residents preferentially 
over others, because it would 
not accomplish anything for 
improved moose conservation; 
it would only divide northern 
and southern hunters” 

As a founding principle of con- 
servation, the OFAH has always 
supported the fair and equitable 
treatment of resident moose 
hunters, regardless of age, res- 
idency within Ontario, land 
ownership and wealth, in the 
moose draw. 

The proposal will not have any 
impact on moose conserva- 
tion - Ontario's 110,000 moose 
hunters already participate in 
a provincial lottery for the lim- 
ited number of tags available 
(16,000). The proposal should 
not result in more moose be- 
ing harvested. 

Ontario's moose population has 
grown from 85,000 to approxi- 
mately 125,000 over the last 20 
years. The OFAH would like to 
see it grow to its potential of 
150,000. 

We believe the Minister should 
focus on more improvements 
in Moose management - get 
more local moose populations 
to where they should be in all 
areas of the province. This would 
be the preferred way to increase 
tags and equitable hunting op- 
portunities - not creating two 
classes of Ontario citizenry.

Make a Difference at 
Deerock Lake 


For the third consecutive 
year, members of a local fish- 
ing club, Quinte Bassmasters, 
have cleaned up trash from the 
boat launch area and islands 
at Deerock Lake. At this fall's 
event, held on Sunday, Octo- 
ber 17, there was less garbage 
to collect, a sign that the groups 
efforts may be paying off. The 
Bassmasters worked in coopera- 
tion with Quinte Conservation, 
the owner of the launch site.

“Unfortunately, it only takes 
a few thoughtless anglers and 
campers to leave a big mess be- 
hind,” observes Terry Murphy, 
General Manager of Quinte Con- 
servation.

Havelock - Two decades ago, 
Pam schingel took up a new 
hobby, pofelain doll mak- 
ing, and it has become a pas- 
sion and a business, The Doll 
Hatchery, when she moved into 
the role of teacher six years ago. 
Her love of dollmaking began 
when her mother and aunt took 
up the hobby. She admits she 
was hooked from the start. She 
presently teaches one class of six 
women who have been coming 
to her Preston Road workshop 
every Tuesday from 10am to 4pm 
for the last four years. 

The women have established 
a warm camaraderie among the 


group and all have become good 


friends. They are Edna Crox- 
all and Marie Mark of Peter- 
borough, Lillian Raw and Joan 
Wiggins of Madoc, Barb Greene 
of Stirling and Doreen Reynolds 
of Belleville. The women range 
in age from 57 to 81. 

The women quickly settle in 
their usual chairs around the 
work table, unloading the tools of 
the trade: knives used for clean- 
ing, paint brushes, straight pins, 
toothpicks, q-tips, nylon stock- 
ings used for polishing the gre- 
enware, a special sander/scrub- 
ber used for polishing after the 
greeware is fired. Pam mixes the 
water-based, non-toxic paints 
that the women use to add the 
details to the dolls’ heads.

Pam supplies a wide selection 
of greenware, the head and torso 
of baby dolls (the most popu- 
lar being Hannah, a porcelain

‘They say that by slowly increas- 
ing the heat of a frying pan over 
time, a frog will not jump out, 
instead allowing itself to fry to 
a crisp. 

Now, 1 cant claim to have test- 
ed this theory myself, but it has 
worked as a beautiful analogy many a time. I believe Canadi- 
ans have much in common with those toads. 

And the proposal of an Ontario mandatory helmet law for 
non-motorized adults is another perfect example. Judging by 
the reaction in the media and in the legistlature, everyone must 
be slow-cooked into thinking it’s a perfectly fine idea. 

Well, there are some pretty strong arguments why it's a fool- 
ish invasion of our independence and privacy. 

| believe in seatbelts, and even helmets for motorized vehicles. 
Although, I do wish we were more careful about making laws 
solely for the benefit of protecting us from ourselves. Somewhere 
there has to be a line in the sand that doesn't keep moving. 

Mandatory helmets for child bicyclists? Well, okay - protect 
those kids from the “irresponsible” parent that keep them from 
harm a thousand other ways every day. But for autonomous 
adults? I think that by eighteen we have earned the right to de- 
cide what amount of risk we are willing to assume. If not, this 
is going to be a scary place to live in 20 years. 

However, the argument regarding helmets is much more than 
a simple debate over governmental interference. It is said statis- 
tically, that out of the relatively few people that die in Canada 
each year from head injuries sustained while riding a bicycle, 
most of them aren't wearing a helmet. Therefore, the experts 
conclude, helmets must be mandatory. 

But, wait a second. It is also true that a huge majority of those 
injured and killed on bicycles are male. The natural following 
conclusion: only females should be allowed to ride bikes. 

Statistics don't lie; but they don't always tell the truth either. 

‘The reality is simple. Males are much more adventurous and 
dangerous bike riders. And those that wear helmets are like the 
females in this comparison; much more attentive and careful in 
their bicycle operation. Will putting a helmet on these reckless 
“males” suddenly change their dangerous behaviour? 

And wait - studies show that you are over eight times more 
likely to suffer a serious cerebral-cranial trauma as a passenger 
in a motorized vehicle than on a bike. And almost three times 
more likely to suffer the same injury as a pedestrian! 

So there you have it. If you really want to be safe, don't leave 
your home. And when you're there, make sure you have your 
helmet on. On the other hand, there is that terrible risk of a 
house fire. That's it - very few people burn to death when wad- 
ing in the river. Then again, much less drowning when out- 
side in the street...

Under the 
direction of Maestro Michael 
Newnham, conductor of the 
Peterborough Symphony, these 
players ranging in age from 12 
to 20 years of age spend every 
Sunday afternoon rehearsing 
the great classical orchestral 
repertoire. When asked what 
he likes about playing the or- 
chestra, Sebastian was enthu- 
siastic: “The feeling when ev 
erybody plays together is like 
nothing else. It’s like boom! 
Your playing is enlarged and 
modified for the better!” 


At3 p.m. on November 28th 
{he Kawartha Youth Orchestra 
presents its first concert of the 
2004-2005 season at the Bryan 
Jones Theatre in Lakefield. Next 
month Sebastian will also be 
showing his stuff on the:clas 
sical side in a performance of 
Corelli's Christmas Concerto 
at St. Andrew's United Church 
in Marmora. Sebastian's vio 
lin teacher, Gabriella Hamley, 
invited him to perform this 
double concerto with her, sup- 
ported by the string ensemble, 
Carpe Diem. 


Hamley has been Sebastians 
teacher since 1999 when he 
moved to Madoc with his fam- 
ily. Behind all the fiddling we 
hear in our town halls is a seri- 
ous violin technique. It is Ham- 
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ley who has patiently worked 
to help him build that tech- 
nique through weekly lessons 
and strict instructions about 
daily practice. The work has 
paid off. Of the upcoming per- 
formance Hamley says, “The 
Corelli Christmas Concerto 
is written for two solo violins 
and solo cello, with orchestra 
accompaniment. The two solo 
violin parts are equally impor- 
tant. It is always the greatest 
pleasure of the teacher when, 
as in Sebastian's case, the stu- 
dent has progressed so far that 
he can share the stage with his 
teacher as equal partners” 


Sebastian will always be a 
fiddle player: he was fiddling 
with his grandfather even be- 
fore he took his first violin les- 
son at the age of five. But his 
love of the orchestra and the 
classical repertoire is equally 
strong. When he was nine he 
was asked who his favourite 
composers were: “Vivaldi and 
Johnny Cash” he said. Sebastian 
is now twelve years old. At the 
moment his favourite pieces 
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to play are Carl Bohm’s “In- 


troduction.and Polonaise” and 
“The Swallowtail Jig” Madoc 
has much to be proud of: their 
fiddler has serious accomplish- 
ments in the world of classical 
music to his credit, including 
marks of 87% and 94% in his 
Grade V1 Royal Conservatory 
of Music of Toronto examina- 
tions in Violin and Theory, com- 
pleted last June. Three years ina 
row he has won awards in both 
piano and violin at the Stirling 
Festival of Sacred Praise. This 
summer Sebastian attended 
Interprovincial Music Camp 
on strength of these awards, 
a scholarship from IMC, and 
money he earned playing his 
fiddle at restaurants and private 
functions. His goal this year is 
to join the combined Niagara 
and Kawartha Youth orchestras 
ona performance tour of Can- 
ada’s East Coast in July. 


Orchestral adventures like 
IMC and the KYO have brought 
Sebastian into contact with 
many new and different peo- 
ple. But Sebastian has no in- 
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tention of forgetting his friends 
here in Madoc. "What would 
be really nice,” Sebastian says, 
“is if my friends from Madoc 
could come and hear the or- 
chestra play. What would be 
even nicer is if some of them 
who have started learning or- 
chestral instruments in school 
became good enough to play in 
the orchestra with me!” Music 
is for everyone: that’s what every 
stroke of this Madoc fiddler’s 
bow says every time he picks 
up his violin!

display in Peterborough 


Significant display of Canadian art 


Peterborough - Opportunities 
to view paintings made in Can- 
ada between 1930 and 1960 are 
infrequent -- particularly those 
that address the figure, urban 
themes, architecture and so- 
cial spaces. 

The Firestone Collection of 
Canadian Art isa significant col- 
lection that spans the modern 
period (1900-80). A selection 
of 37 major and minor works 
of Canadian art made between 
1930-70 in a variety of of media 
including oil on canvas, water- 
colour, conte and pastel draw- 
ings, sketches and cartoons are 
being shown for the first time 
at the Art Gallery of Peterbor- 
ough on Little Lake. 

The exhibition runs until 
Dec. 12. 

Collectors O.J. and Isobel 
Firestone originally estab- 
lished a collection in the ear- 
ly 1950s when they began ac- 
quiring sketches and drawings 
done by A.Y. Jackson and oth- 
er members of the Group of 
Seven.

The smallest amount of 
monensin can be lethal to horses, even from horse feed in a bin that 
previously stored a feed contaming monensin Always ask when 
purchasing feed or supplements from the feed store to ensure it ts free from 
monensin Rumensin. Some farms with both cattle and horses avoid 
feeding anything containing monensin to preclude any risk of cross- 
contamination

Progress continues in Asian 
markets for Canadian beef 


Ottawa - A very important step 
has been achieved towards the 
re-opening of a key Asian mar- 
ket. Taiwan has confirmed its 
intention to conditionally grant 
Canada access for boneless beef 
and committed to send a tech- 
nical team for a first-hand look 
at Canada’ food safety and ani- 
mal health measures. Results 
from that visit could lead to a 
re-opening of the Taiwanese 
market in the near future. 
“The continued progress be- 
ing made in Asia is extremely 
positive for the Canadian beef 
industry,’ said Minister of Ag- 
riculture and Agri-Food Andy 
Mitchell. “It is a reflection of

A Taiwanese Department 


” of Health committee looking

Rural Ontario 


Ottawa - Participants in Class 
10 of the Advanced Agricul- 
tural Leadership Program met 
in Ottawa last week with their 
counterparts from New York's 
LEAD program to learn more 
about Canada’s government, 
trade and globalization.

cattle ranch and a testing facil- 
ity conducting BSE surveillance. 
They will also receive an on-site 
explanation of Canada’s cattle 
identification system. 

Prior to Taiwan's ban on im- 
ports of Canadian beef, Taiwan 
was Canada’s fifth largest ex- 
port market for beef and one 
of our fastest-growing markets. 
In 2002, Canadian exports of 
beef to Taiwan totaled almost 
$20 million. 

The planned visit by Taiwan- 
ese inspectors follows a similar 
inspection mission conducted 
by Hong Kong officials in late 
October as part of their process 
to reconsider their current im- 
port restrictions. Hong Kong 
officials are currently reviewing 
results of that mission. 

Progress is also being made 
in Japan. A recent meeting be- 
tween Canadian and Japanese 
officials in Tokyo reconfirmed 
their commitment to continue 
technical-level discussions and 
exchanges of information aimed 
at starting two-way trade in beef 
and beef products. Japan also 
reconfirmed that when a final 
decision is made on resump- 
tion of trade in beef from North 
America, the same conditions 
will apply to both Canada and 
the United States. 

Expanding access to export 
markets for beef and other ani- 
mal products is a key element of 
the Repositioning the Livestock 
Industry Strategy announced on 
September 10. Since that time, 
the Government of Canada has 
made important inroads in Asia, 
including the signing of two 
protocols with China during 
a visit by Minister Mitchell in 
October. Those protocols will 
facilitate the re-opening of that 
market for Canadian bovine 
semen and embryos

dolls that when finished will be 
from 12” to 32” tall, and there 
are half-dolls which can become 
a hanging doll, a pincushion, 
‘or a beautiflly dressed South- 
ern Belle on a stand. Each doll, 
dependindg on size and com- 
plexity, takes from six to eight 
weeks to complete. 

The dollmakers agreed that, 
after the first doll, they usually 
branch off and do other styles 
of dolls. Pam also has a supply 
of basic patterns for doll clothes 
for the whole range of sizes and 
styles of dolls. 

It’s in Pam's kiln that the gre- 
enware is fired. From greenware 
to porcelain takes six -to-seven 
hours at 2000-2300 degrees F; 
firing colour (paint) is done at 
no more than 1,300 degreeF for 
one-to-two hours. 

The essential trait of a doll- 
maker is patience. It’s slow, 
precise work and, under Pams 
tutelege, each feature such as 
eyebrows or eye lashes doesn't 
necessarily pass inspection the 
first time. No one in this group 
is making her first doll and most 
cannot estimate the number 
they've completed and given 
away to family and friends. All, 
that is, except the first doll: you 
never give away your first doll, I

wa told. When you get it home, 
you think it's great but as you 
get more experienced, you see 
tiny flaws. 

No one in this group sells her 
dolls, content to keep them or 
give them away knowing that 
dolls of this quality cannot be 
found elsewhere. Even a doll ad- 
vertised for sale as handmade 
will be handmade by six people, 
each specializing in one aspect, 
the women agreed. 

“We're really not collectors 
of dolls” one of the women of- 
fered. “We are reproducing an- 
tiquedolls” 

Said Marie: “Our generation 
had, maybe, one doll if we were 
lucky. You didn't get a doll for 
Christmas, you got an orange 
and an apple.” 

Liiian added that each year 
she wanted an Eaton's Beauty 
doll - it was not to be.

The Prince Edward chapter 
of Canadian Organic Growers 
(PECCOG) held their monthly 
potluck meeting November 14th 
at the Bloomfield Town Hall. 

Besides the fabulous organic 
feast, the meeting featured a 
presentation on Beekeeping. 
Three local Beekeeper Beauties 
came together to discuss their 
varied approaches i in working 
with these creatures. 
Eleanor Heise of Burr Road has 
kept bees for 20 years. She has 
tended hives all over the world 
including working with Afri- 
can bees in Zimbabwe, as well 
as working with Canadian va- 
rieties of bees in Quebec and in 
Prince Edward County. Elea- 
nor discussed the anatomy of 
the bees themselves as well as 
the structure and hierarchy of 
the hive. Her years of experi- 
ence and fascination for what 
she does were evident through- 
out the presentation. 

Buffy Carruthers of Milford, 
appearing in full beekeeping 
get-up, discussed a beginners 
approach to beekeeping. After 
becoming enamored with the 
sweet pastime she landed two of 
her own hives earlier this year. 
In return for her loving effort 
she extracted 200Ibs of deli- 
cious honey! She calls it Wild 

Milford Honey and it is avail- 


able throughout Prince Edward 
County. Buffy explained that 
in working with, and observing 
the bees, she was able to gain a 
closer connection to the land 
around her and an in-depth 
understanding at how impor- 
tant bees are in the natural en- 
vironment. Bay Woodyard and 
partner Gavin North are Bee- 
keepers residing near Pt. Pe- 
tre and have a business called 
Honey Pie Hives and Herbals. 
In addition to selling the honey 
itself, they also make an exten- 
sive line of handmade prod- 
ucts which blends their own 
wax, propolis and honey with 
wildcrafted herbs and essential 
oils to create wonderful soaps, 
creams, ointments and lipbalms. 
Their Cinnamon Honey is also 
quite delicious. All in atten- 
dance were impressed by the 
extensive knowledge and varied 
approach between the speak- 
ers. All three women demon- 
strated a respect and passion for 
the craft of beekeeping.

all but the first will ultimately be 
completely hidden from view 
from the highway. Are tourists 
more likely to stop in Marmora 
to grab a bite at one of the scores 
of identical fast food joints to be 
found along the Hwy 7 corridor, 
or to pause for a while to take in 
the sights and maybe enjoy a 
picnic lunch at a pretty historical 
site and park that they cant see 
anywhere else?

Kramp Hands Consent Petition to Justice Minister 


Prince Edward-Hastings MP 
Daryl Kramp personally deliv- 
ered over 100 signed petitions 
to Justice Minister Irwin Cotler 
recently, calling on the federal 
government to raise the legal 
age of sexual consent. 

“When the federal govern- 
ment tabled its first bill, C-2, its 
intention was to protect chil- 


dren,” Mr. Kramp stated. “How- ° 


ever the bill fails to raise the 
age of sexual consent from 14 
or properly safeguard children 


from being used in a.porno- 
graphic manner. Instead it leaves 
children at risk by attempting 
to impose criminal sanctions 
by using vague and subjective 
criteria for evaluating if a rela- 
tionship is exploitative.” 

Bill C-2, An Act toamend the 
Criminal Code (protection of 
children and other vulnerable 
persons) and the Canada Evi- 
dence Act, received first read- 
ing on October 8, 2004. 

“The purpose of these peti- 


tions is to bring the views of 
my constituents to the Minis- 
ter” Kramp said. “Many people 
believe that the age of sexual 
consent should be raised and I 
am pleased to pass these con- 
cerns along” 

Kramp also noted that the 
government should put an end 
to allowing conditional sentenc- 
es for child-sex crimes. Child 
predators should no longer be 
able to serve their sentences in 
the community. 


Auditor General’s Report 
Slams Federal Government 


Prince Edward-Hastings MP 
Daryl Kramp praised Auditor 
General Sheila Fraser's latest re- 
port today into governmental 
accountability but voiced his 
concern over the amount of 
wasteful spending by the fed- 
eral government. 

“There are so many areas 
which the Auditor General has

“Tens of mil- 
lions of dollars have been wast-

In the report, the Auditor 
General suggests further im- 
provements can be made. The 
report states, “The Treasury 
Board Secretariat has yet to 
establish and fund a strategy 
that will enable it to meet the 
requirements of the Policy on 
Internal Audit. Considerable 
work remains to be done if the 
government is to achieve the 
objectives established in the 
Policy on Internal Audit” 

Mr. Kramp will be attending

later today to further inquire as 
to which areas the government 
failed to meet expectations.

father, and more photos of the 
Dental Car. He began to piece 
together a portrait of his par- 
ents experiences in the remote 
parts of the north. 

It was a “love story” at the 
beginning, when his parents 
met at neighbouring summer 
cottages at Bala. They fell in 
love but the onset of the Great 
Depression made marriage an 
almost unreachable goal. 

David's father, Ralph, had 
graduated as a dentist in 1929 
but could not earn enough mon- 
ey in such hard times. David's 
mother finally overcame the 
barriers by getting her uncle 
Fred [Conboy], who was a 
dentist and director of Dental 
Services for the Department of 
Health, to get Ralph a job serv- 
ing the dental needs of North- 
ern Ontario, first in School Cars 
on the C.P.R. and C.N.R. and 
then, in 1931, on the first rail- 
way car dedicated exclusively 
to dental services: There was 
a slight hitch-the Department 
thought the dentist should be 
a married man, and thus Da- 
vid's mother finally married 
the man she loved. 

The Dental Car was a 1904 
sleeping car donated by the 
C.PR., and converted to a Den- 
tal Car with a donation of $5,000

from the Rosedale chapter of 
the 1.0.D.E. The Department of 
Health paid the itinerant dentist. 
There was a great need for den- 
tal services in the north where 
almost no one had any hope of 
dental care, and where chil- 
dren were extremely vulner- 
able to tooth decay and other 
problems. 

David Brownlow showed 
many photos of the car, which 
had an office at one end and liv- 
ing quarters at the other end. It 
was completely self-sufficient 
for heat and power with a stove 


_to heat the car and a stove for 


cooking, a Delco unit to charge 
the batteries, and even a “flush 
toilet” 

Since the car sat for days or 
weeks on a siding, the toilet 
merely flushed into a bucket, 
which had to be emptied ev- 
ery day by the railway crew, 
but it was a wonder to the lo- 
cal people who had never seen 
such a thing. There was also an 
electric converter to increase 
the voltage to 110 for the den- 
tal drills. 

The Dental Car ranged from 
Cartier, near Sudbury, to the 
Manitoba border, stopping at 
various isolated communities 
and staying until all the dental 
cases had been dealt with. Then 
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it was simple to contact the Way 
Freight, [a local train] to move 
them down the line. 

Life was exciting for David's 
parents, especially his father 
who loved fo hunt and fish. 
There were photos of legend- 
ary lake trout and wolf pelts 
that exceeded seven feet, nose 
to tail. They cross-country skied 
in winter and boated in sum- 
mer, using a sectional boat that 
could be taken apart to store 
aboard the railcar. 


Photos were shown of some of 
the settlements that the car vis- 
ited and notable buildings such 
as stores and schools. When 
David revisited these places in 
1996 and 1997 he found that 
some places had virtually disap- 
peared and others were greatly 
altered after 60 years. 

Most poignant were before 
and after photos of the Hudsons 
Bay store at Missanabie and a 
deep water port for loading coal 
at Jackfish [on the north shore 
of Lake Superior], which has al- 
most vanished. David found one 
original building still standing,

but there were few traces of the 
once busy port. The photos were 
a wonderful glimpse of life on 
the frontier in the 30's, and Da- 
vid’s book contains many other 
human-interest stories. 

The large audience thor- 
oughly enjoyed his presenta- 
tion. George McCleary thanked 
him on behalf of the Historical 
Society, pointing out that unlike 
many long settled parts of the 
world, our sense of the past is 
weak, and accounts like David's 
are vital for our understanding 
of those who have gone before 
us, so that we can develop a 
sense of who we are. It was a 
very satisfying evening.

Early breeding for mares: What’s involved? 
Mares are seasonal breeders and do not cycle during the winter. They 
have irregular cycles in the spring and fall that are less fertile than 
those in the summer. Fertile cycles can be achieved by February or 
March instead of May or June by using artificial lighting. 

There are several reasons to start the breeding season early in 2005. 
An early foal has more time to grow and mature before the show or 
race season as a yearling. It also affords more time for the mare to 
clean up and prepare for her next conception. An early start allows 
the mare more than one chance to conceive if not caught on the first 


attempt. 


If your plan is to produce a foal early in the year, there are ifportant 


rules to follow: 


1, The mare must be in good health and free from uterine disease 

2. The mare must be in good body condition and on good quality feed 

3. Artificial light must be provided for 16 hours daily starting no later 
_than December Ist. Research indicates that a 100W incandescent 


bulb ina 12°x12' stall is adequate. 


4. Expose mares to the stallion to correctly recognize heats. 

5. Be prepared for the extra work of a newbom in the dead of winter!

What you should know 
about spark plugs 


(NC)-One of the most important, but perhaps least understood, components of a vehicle is the 
spark plug. Your car has one for each cylinder in the engine Each produces a high voltage spark 
that ignites the compressed air/fuel mixture within each cylinder and goes on operating in a con- 
tinuing process that puts power into the drive train and propels the car 

Here, according to Jim Hollins, are the most commonly asked questions about spark plugs and 
their purpose 

Q. Why must spark plugs be changed? 

A. A spark plug’s electrodes wear and the plugs must be changed at regular intervals, because 
excessive wear or fouling of the electrodes or their ceramic insulators, will waste fuel, promote 
misfires and cause polluting emissions through the exhaust. 

Q. How often do | need to change my plugs? 

A. Your owner's manual will indicate a recommended change point. However, if your car's per- 
formance has declined, it has become hard to start or has stalled, you should inspect the plugs 
and change them if necessary. 

Q. How do I ‘read’ a spark plug? 

A. Check the condition and colour of the ceramic insulator and the metal electrodes. Light tan 
or grey deposits — normal; white with glazed deposits on the insulator tip - the plug is running 
too hot for the engine: black, sooty deposits - likely a too-rich fuel mixture; shiny black or oily de- 
posits - an indication of bad oil seals and/or piston rings, not of faulty plugs. 

Q. What is a fouled spark plug? 

A. Essentially this means that the spark plug insulator tip has become coated or covered by 
deposits which cannot conduct electricity. The plug has become ‘short circuited’ and will not be 
able to produce a spark at the electrodes. 

Q. What are the signs that my wires need to be change? 

A. Spark plug wires should be changed when they become hard or inflexible or look dry or 
cracked. If one wire fails, it’s probably time to change them all. Cracked wires can Cause misfires, 
resulting in poor performance

Tire sizing tip ee Vises 
If you're looking for a little more performance and handling from your car, one of the 
easiest ways to do that is to upgrade your tires. Essentially, this means going to a tire that’s 
wider and thereby covers more of the road, with a lower aspect (the distance between the 
road and the wheel). The normal way to do this is to upscale your new tires Plus 1 or Plus 

2. The former adds 10 mm to the width of the tire, decreases the aspect by 10 mm, and in- 

creases the rim diameter by 1 inch.

Research conducted 
on Cenotaph veterans

The regular October meeting 
of the Campbellford-Seymour 
Heritage Society was held at the 
Heritage Centre. Ann Rowe, 
President, chaired the busi- 
ness meeting. Reports from 
various committees indicated 
much work in progress. The 
Society has received copies 
of pictures from Tabernacle 
United Church. The record- 
ing of stones at Mt. Pleasant 
Cemetery continues with Sec- 
tion A, B and C completed 
to date. 

Seymour East Women’s 
Institute held their October 
meeting at the Heritage Centre 
and viewed their Tweedsmuir 
Books and old Campbellford 
Heralds on the new reader- 
printer. Six members of the 
Society will receive Ontario 
Volunteer Service Awards. 
Marketing of the three pub- 
lications still is producing a 
good source of revenue. 

Three members attended the 
LACAC workshop in Wark- 
worth to learn about restora- 
tion and designation of her- 
itage homes. Two members 
attended the Planned Giv- 
ing Workshop sponsored by 
the Community Foundation 
and the Hospital Foundation. 
The computerized inventory is 
very near completion. Family 
researchers looking for help 
with the Horkins and Mar- 
tin families have visited the 
Centre recently. 

The signage project for the 
Municipality is nearing com- 
pletion, except for the sign for 
the Trent-Severn Waterway 
membership, which contin- 
ues to grow. Attention was 
directed to a recent Toronto 
Star article regarding the poor 
storage qualities of the Ontar- 
io Archives and a decision to 
retain the facility in the same 
location. Ann Rowe presented 
several 1940s calendars from 
former merchants. 


Cenotaph Names 

Guest speaker, Mark Pol- 
lock, told how his interest was 
aroused when he used to cycle 
past the cenotaph. Later, he 
stopped to examine the names 
and found several surnames, 
which he recognized. Many 
other names were not famil- 
iar and he then undertook re- 
search on several web-sites for 
more information and copies 
of the attestation papers. 

These data sheets revealed 
the birth date, place, full name, 
occupation, next of kin and 
witnesses to the attestation, 
as well as physical and medi- 
cal information. Many of the 
names still seemed to have no 
apparent connection to Camp- 
bellford. Research showed that 
some were from Great Britain, 
Vermont and Western Canada. 
Information on World War 


One veterans is more plenti- 
ful, including location of burial 
sites in Europe and details of 
battles from the war diaries. 
The Campbellford cenotaph 
records 70 names from World 
War One and 39 for World War 
Two. Total Canadian casual- 
ties for World War One were 
69,000, mostly on land, and for 
World War Two, 42,000 casual- 
ties, many in air. Early issues of 
the Campbellford Herald also 
have proven helpful with pic- 
tures of local servicemen and 
stories of their exploits. 

There are many accounts of 
young men who joined the war 
efforts under false names or 
dates as they were too young 
to enlist. Dr. Richard Horkins 
served with the British Medical 
Corps. Major William Doxsee, 
Mayor of Campbellford, also 
lost his life. Credit for the erec- 
tion of the cenotaph is given to 
the first Campbellford Chap- 
ter of the IODE, who under- 
took fundraising for the proj- 
ect, which was built by Alfred 
McKeel, who also erected the 
monuments at Trent River and 
Roseneath. 

Mark is engaged in an ongo- 
ing project with copious notes 
on each soldier as well as pic- 
tures and supporting docu- 
ments. Members of the So- 
ciety and the public at large 
are welcome to give additional 
input by contacting the Heri- 
tage Centre to view the project 
to date. This is a most worth- 
while effort to document lo- 
cal history. A small token of 
appreciation was presented to 
the speaker.
